Riley County Police Department 
officers responded to an emergency 
call on Sunday morning, after re- 
ceiving reports of large amounts of 
blood found in a common room area 
of Heritage Ridge Apartments near 
CiCo Park.

Despite slow start, Wildcats remain undefeated

Coming off last week's 52-13 
destruction of Miami, and with 
a primetime matchup at No. 6 
Oklahoma looming next Sat- 
urday, K-State head coach Bill 
Snyder was not surprised when 
his No. 15 Wildcats were less 
than sharp early on before pull- 
ing away from the University of 
North Texas for a 35-21 win. 

"It goes back to what I talk 
about all the time, and that is 
taking something for granted. 
We were flat and we did not 
practice well. Monday, Tues- 
day, Wednesday, Thursday we 
did not," Snyder said. "I think it 
was the attitude that we took 
into the ball game, and the ap- 
proach as related to the practice 
environment had as much to do 
with it as anything." 

Still, despite allowing the 
Mean Green to amass an ad- 
vantage in the first half time of 
possession (North Texas hold- 
ing the Wildcats to negative 
one yard of total offense in the 
first quarter) and the Wildcat 
defense already struggling with 
missed tackles due to the loss 
of linebacker Arthur Brown for 
several series after he tweaked 
an ankle in the first quarter, In- 



state managed to take a 7-point 
lead into halftime. 

As has been the case for the 
Wildcats under Snyder, special 
teams played a big part in that. 

After North Texas' Brelan 
Chancellor took an end-around 
in for a 6-yard touchdown as the 
game's first score, K-State's Tyler 
Lockett was quick to respond. 
He caught the ensuing kickoff 
at the four, angled to his left and 
found a seam before a late block 
from Tramaine Thompson 
sprung him for a 96-yard touch- 
down. Anthony Cantele's extra 
point tied the game at 7-7 with 
3:47 left in the first quarter. 

Later in the first half, K-State 
defensive tackle Vai Lutui got a 
hand on a 45-yard Zach Olen 
field goal attempt to preserve 
the tie. 

"It was major," Snyder said. 
"That was probably the differ- 
ence in the ballgame at the end 
of the day. Special teams saved 
us." 

Just over two minutes later, 
the K-State offense that had suf- 
fered back-to-back three-and- 
outs to open the game finally 
found the end zone.

Obama's ballot status to 
be questioned despite 
withdrawal of complaint

The Kansas State Objec- 
tions Board will meet today 
to determine the next step 
in a chain of events started 
when Joe Montgomery, com- 
munications coordinator 
for the College of Veterinary 
Medicine, filed an objection 
to Barack Obama's eligibility 
for presidency. 

The objection, which 
Montgomery actually with- 
drew on Friday afternoon 
via an email to Kansas Sec- 
retary of State Kris Kobach 
in the face of public criticism, 
argued that Obama's father 
was a citizen of the United 
Kingdom and Kenya rather 
than the United States, ren- 
dering the president ineligi- 
ble for the office. 

Montgomery, who is also 
the announcer for the K-State 
marching band, did not re- 



spond to calls asking for com- 
ment for this article. 

Dr. Ralph Richardson, 
dean of the College of Veteri- 
nary Medicine, also refused 
to comment on the situation 
when contacted on Sunday 
afternoon. 

The board plans to con- 
vene today despite the with- 
drawal of Montgomery's 
complaint. The Board, which 
consists of Secretary of State 
Kris Kobach, Attorney Gener- 
al Derek Schmidt, and Lt. Gov. 
Jeff Colyer, met on Thursday 
but delayed decision on the 
matter until Monday in order 
to wait for verification of 
Obama's birth certificate from 
officials in Hawaii. 

Although Montgomery 
withdrew his objection, the 
board could still have the 
power to remove Obama 
from the November ballot.

Wildcats win Hurricane Invitational, move to 12-0

After defeating host school the 
University of Tulsa on Thursday 
at the Hurricane Invitational, the 
Wildcats were matched up against 
two tough teams. However, they 
were up to the challenge, defeating 
No. 10 University of Minnesota in a 
five-set thriller before sweeping No. 
20 University of Dayton to move to 
12-0 on the season. 

Things got off to a rocky start 
against the Golden Gophers as 
Minnesota took the first set 25-13. 

Behind the strong play of senior 
opposite Kathleen Ludwig, K-State 
came back in the second set, de- 
feating Minnesota 25-22. The Wild- 
cats headed into intermission tied 
at one set apiece. 

Here, much like the first set, 
the Wildcats were their own worst 
enemy, finishing the third set with 
a .024 hitting percentage. K-State 
was only able to score consecutive 
points once in the set, with Minne- 



sota pulling away for the nine-point 
victory to go up 2-1. 

Determined not to go down in 
defeat, the Wildcats responded in 
the fourth set with 18 kills on a .417 
hitting percentage to force the de- 
ciding fifth set.

Three straight kills by junior 
middle blocker Kaitlynn Pelger 
helped the Wildcats get off to a 6-1 
lead, after which they pulled away 
for the 15-7 win. 

With the five-set victory, the 
Wildcats are now 10-1 in five-set 
matches the past two seasons. 
When asked what is key for her 
team to be able to win these match- 
es, head coach Suzie Fritz identi- 
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fled experience. 

"I think there is no better teacher 
than experience," Fritz said. "Our 
comfort level on this team is pretty 
high. I don't have any magic words. 
I just think they played really, really 
well." 

Ludwig and Pelger led the way 
for the Wildcats, finishing with 16 
kills each in the victory against 
Minnesota. 

The win moved K-State to 11-0 
as they prepared for the matchup 
with the University of Dayton, an- 
other top 20 team. However, this 
match was completed in three sets. 

Pelger, last weeks CVU player of 
the week, showed why she earned 
the award with a dominating per- 
formance against the Flyers. 

Pelger finished with 19 kills on a 
.654 hitting percentage. Every time 
Dayton tried to make a comeback, 
Pelger would get a kill that helped 
keep Dayton at arms reach the 
entire match. 

Senior middle blocker Alex Muff 
played a strong match for the Wild- 
cats as well, finishing with seven 
kills and a .556 hitting percentage. 

The Wildcats open up confer- 
ence play on Wednesday, as they 
travel to Norman, Okla., to take on 
the University of Oklahoma Soon- 
ers. First serve is scheduled for 7 
p.m.

On Saturday, No. 21 Stanford 
University upset No. 2 University 
of Southern California with a score 
of 21-14.

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Presidential candidates fail to provide platforms

If historians recount the 2012 election at 
all, I suspect it'll be as the first platform-less 
presidential campaign of the 21st century. 
I've been rewatching the national conven- 
tions these past few weeks looking for 
clues as to who these men are, yet the most 
striking aspect behind all of the bluster 
and rhetoric is how superficially thin their 
agendas currently stand. 

The number of curious omissions 
coming from the right is both a dangerous 
gambit and a decidedly untenable strategy. 
Why was there no mention of the men and 
women serving in the armed forces during 
a time of war? Surely President Bush and 
John McCain would have at least broached 
the subject. Yet America is poised to elect 
a president who has no clear vision as to 
what he would do as commander in chief. 

Moreover, Mitt Romney hasn't pro- 
duced a significant number of tax returns. 
While this isn't damning in and of itself, 
it's emblematic of a campaign that's more 
concerned with holding a defensive posture 
than driving a narrative that undecided 
voters can buy into. The American elector- 
ate is not just looking for a photogenic 
alternative, they need leadership. 

Many suspected the addition of Paul 
Ryan to the Republican ticket would 
shift the campaign toward more specific 
language. Unfortunately, those hopes were 
soon dashed. Romney claims that his pro- 
posed tax cuts would be paid for by closing 
loopholes, but has no inclination of what 
those loopholes might be. 

Ryan perhaps explains it best when he 
says "[We will] show the framework, show 
the outline of these plans, and then work 
with Congress to do it. That's how you get 
things done." Or, in other words, trust us. 
Either they're unwilling to share their plans 
— presumably to keep from alienating their 
wealthy constituents — or they don't have 
any. This should be frightening to voters. 

Both camps are guilty of this. Granted, 
President Obama can give a stirring speech 
like the kind we saw at the Democratic 
National Convention nearly two weeks ago, 
but he offers surprisingly little to pull in the 
undecided vote. Nearly all of the accom- 
plishments that were boasted of during the 
convention were from three years ago. 

Since then, the economy has stumbled 
through a protracted age of stagnation and 
consumer doubt. There was nary a mention 
of stimulus, nor Keynesian policy, nor any 
bold new vision. And beyond all the talk of 
bipartisanship, there was no substance as to 
how he would actually achieve any part of 
his agenda by reaching across the aisle. 

This worrisome trend shows no signs of 
abatement. Ideology will rule this political 
season, not policy or ideas. The truly perni- 
cious effect that this election may have is 
to engender a disengaged public. It seems 
as if these politicians have forgotten that 
an informed electorate is key to a healthy 
democracy. So long as both sides continue 
hiding their agendas in abject terror that 
they might actually say something, the only 
platform we'll see is, "Well, you may not like 
me, but just look at that other guy!"

Class attendance should be based on student choices, not fines

In high schools across the country, 
truancy is illegal. In college, on the 
other hand, skipping classes is not 
illegal, leading many to the conclu- 
sion that it's not a serious problem. 
However, if you are paying thousands 
of dollars to attend classes, then it is 
rather important that you actually 
attend. 

Recently, some high schools have 
started fining the parents of students 
who skip school, and the fines have 
had fairly positive results according 
to an Aug. 23 Time Magazine article 
by Brad Turtle. What would happen 
if such fines were imposed on K-state 
students for missing classes? Cer- 
tainly nothing good. 

Firstly, there is the obvious fact 
that in college it's harder for teachers 
to keep track of missing students. 
Some smaller classes take roll every 
class, but often, in large classes 
of more than 100 students, many 
professors do not take roll. Because 
of this, it would be unfair to charge 
students who are absent in classes 
where attendance is taken while 
other students slide under the radar. 

There is also the fact that in high 
school, it is the parents' responsibility 
to pay fines for their children, which 
can be as much as $300 for each day 
missed, according to Turtle. However, 
once students enter college they 
should no longer rely completely on 
their parents, and most don't. 

The American Council on Educa- 
tion has said that 78 percent of 
undergraduate students work during 
college. I cannot imagine that many 
people would be excited or even will- 
ing to spend their hard earned money 
on a missed class fee when there are 
more important things to buy like 
books (and booze). 

Then there is the issue of coddling 
students; if some sort of fine is im- 



posed, it is more likely that students 
will attend all of their classes all the 
time. This, of course, isn't necessarily 
a bad thing, except that it could cause 
some students to miss the wake up 
call they severely need when it comes 
to their actions affecting their grades. 

Partying and thus skipping class 
could lead to falling far behind in 
class or possibly failing. When this 
happens, you can re-evaluate your 
entire life to see what went wrong. 
However, if you go to class every day 
just to avoid paying a fine, you lose 
out on living and learning from your 
mistakes. Students would be in for 
a rude awakening when they got 
into the real world and no one was 
there to force them to go to work in 
the morning after crawling home at 
4 a.m. 

Another problem with the enforce- 
ment of this fine is defining accept- 
able excuses for missing class. At 
one school in the United Kingdom, 
students are fined when their families 
take vacations during the school year, 
according to Tuttle. Illness would 
hopefully be an acceptable excuse, 
but where would the line be drawn 
between uncontrollable illnesses and 
things like hangovers and alcohol 
poisoning? 

If you are hungover or in the 
hospital with alcohol poisoning, you 
should probably not attend class. But 
should the fine be enforced because 
these things would be the student's 
fault?

That's not real — don't 
pretend. 

This is not meant to scare people, 
and, to my knowledge, the K-State 
administration is not planning on 
implementing any sort of fine for 
missing class. And they shouldn't 
ever. It would be a waste of everyone's 
time, effort and students' money. Just 
go to class, kids. Otherwise you will 
have a plethora of debt, and a job in 
retail or food service will not pay it off 
after you drop out.

Each of the board members is 
Republican, and Kobach is an infor- 
mal adviser to GOP candidate Mitt 
Romney. 

Obama's citizenship was first 
called into question in 2008, when 
the former Illinois senator began to 
pull away from Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton in the race for the Democratic 
nomination for president. 

Although a long form birth cer- 
tificate was released by the White 
House on April 27, 2011, showing 
that Obama was born in Kapiolani 
Maternity and Gynecological Hos- 



pital in Honolulu, Hawaii on Aug. 4, 
1961, doubters remained. 

By the time Obama defeated Ari- 
zona Sen. John McCain in the gen- 
eral election, the theory of Obama's 
alleged ineligbility to hold office 
had gained a significant following 
and became known as the 'birther' 
movement. 

Article II, Section 1 of the United 
States Constitution states that "no 
person except a natural born citi- 
zen. . . shall be eligible to the office 
of President." The 14th Amendment 
defines "all persons born or natural- 
ized in the United States, and sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof" as 



citizens, making them eligible for the 
presidency. 

Although Obama's birth cer- 
tificate has been upheld as genuine 
by officials in Hawaii — including 
former Republican Gov. Linda Lingle 
— birthers continue to question 
Obama's eligibility for presidency. 

Many prominent citizens, in- 
cluding business magnate Donald 
Trump and the outspoken Maricopa 
County, Ariz. Sheriff Joe Arpaio, have 
decried the birth certificate as a forg- 
ery. On Aug. 6, Trump tweeted that 
"an extremely credible source' [had 
called his] office and told [him that 
the certificate is] a fraud."

vironment," Brown said. 'And 
I also take care and feed 
them." 

Brown lauded the merits 
of the zoo's insects. 

'A lot of these insects are 
good for the environment 
because they are predatory 
insects, they help keep pests 
under control," Brown said. 
"These animals are not some- 
thing to be afraid of, only 
something to respect." 

Another attraction the 
insect zoo provided during 
the event was a buffet of 
edible bugs, including a wide- 
ranging spread from cricket 
cookies to wax worms. 

"We are trying to promote 
a different way of liking in- 
sects by taking them closer 
as a supplement of food," said 
Ju Lin Weng Huang, research 
assistant and graduate stu- 
dent in entomology. 

Weng Huang served 
mealworm salsa and stir-fry 
worms. 

"These are a great source 
of protein," Weng Huang said. 
"We can make them more ac- 
cessible to the audience." 

Discussion of new devel- 
opments at KSU Gardens 
included talk of developing 



a wetlands garden, a prai- 
rie garden and a children's 
garden near the College of 
Veterinary Medicine. 

A definite upcoming de- 
velopment will be a butterfly 
house in place of the current 
rose garden. The butterfly 
house will be its own build- 
ing where anyone can walk 
through and interact with the 
butterflies. There is also hope 
of developing a new educa- 
tion center above the current 
insect zoo. 

David Margolies, profes- 
sor of entomology, was one 
of the speakers at the event 
and noted that by the time 
students and alumni come 
back in five to 10 years, the 
gardens will have a new look 
and new attractions. 

Fundraising campaigns 
will begin soon for the but- 
terfly house and education 
center developments.

over the middle that landed 
softly in the hands of a wide 
open Thompson as he crossed 
the goal line for a 38-yard score. 
The play capped a six-play, 72- 
yard drive that gave the Wildcats 
a 14-7 lead. However, Kleins in- 
terception on K-State's next pos- 
session thwarted an opportunity 
to gain more separation before 
halftime. 

"I think we are trying to come 
out of the gates fast sometimes," 
said Klein of the Wildcats' early 
game struggles. "I credit North 
Texas. They really controlled the 
ball well and we did not help our 
defense out. We are not allow- 
ing ourselves the opportunity 
to even get into a rhythm, but I 
think we did settle in there and 
we made some progress." 

North Texas had a quick start 
in the second half, advancing 88 
yards on 14 plays before Anto- 
inne Jimmerson ran the ball in 
from the 1 -yard line to pull within 
a point on a drive that chewed 
up almost eight minutes of the 
game clock. The extra point was 
missed and the Wildcats clung to 
a 14-13 lead. 

At that point, K-States defense 
had been on the field for nearly 
27 of the games 38 minutes of 
play thus far, and was being bat- 



tered by the Mean Green s power 
attacks and short passing game. 

"It was very difficult to get 
them off the field. They kept run- 
ning the ball at us," said defensive 
end Ryan Mueller. "Everything 
they did was very basic. They just 
played smash-mouth football 
and took it to us." 

K-State would find its rhythm 
later in the game, and the de- 
fense would finally get some rest, 
as the Wildcats had several quick 
defensive stops and scored three 
consecutive touchdowns. The 
first of these came in a highlight- 
reel catch by Thompson, who, 
in a play originally ruled incom- 
plete before being overturned, 
got his foot down with inches to 
spare on the left side of the end 
zone. 

"Numbers are cool, but I really 
like getting the win," Thompson 
said. "I am just happy that I can 
do something to spark my team 
for that slow start we had going." 

Back-to-back touchdowns 
gave the Wildcats the separation 
they needed, despite a late North 
Texas touchdown to make the 
final score 35-21. 

"You have got to be consistent 
and do work," Klein said. "We did 
enough to win. We made some 
plays, some plays that we had 
not made before. We just got to 
keep moving forward."
